SAMPLING: - 

Milk.  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus. 

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is  undertaken 
by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which  is  the  licensing 
authority  for  bottling  and  dealers  establishments  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations.  The  results  of  the  sampling 
are  received  from  the  County  Council  Officers. 

No  evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  was  found  during  the  year. 
Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’ s eradiction 
programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council  has  turned  its 
attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk. 

Brucella  organisms  are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk,  but 
their  presence  in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in  humans. 
Where  evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is  demonstrated 
in  routine  sampling,  immediate  action  is  set  in  motion  to  isolate 
the  affected  cow  (so  as  to  prevent  the  milk  being  sold  in  its  raw 
state) .

2)  One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  required  treatment  waa  fsund 
and  four  requiring  occasional  supervision.  In  1966  no  cases  required 
treatment  but  six  required  occasional  clinic  supervision.

SECTION  28  - PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  CARE  ANT  AFTER  CARE 


CYTOLOGICAL  CLINIC 

This  clinic  was  started  in  October  1966  to  carry  out  tests  for  ladies 
between  the  ages  of  25  - 60  years,  to  find  those  with  pre-cancerous 
conditions  and  preventing  the  development  of  Cancer  of  the  Cervix. 

During  1971  > 44  sessions  were  held  and  784  patients  attended,  and  36 
suspicious  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  further 
investigation.

HEALTH  ADVISORY  SERVICE  FOR  THE  AGED 

This  service  continued  at  the  Macclesfield  Darby  and  Joan  Club  run  by  the 
\7  R V S held  at  the  Parish  Rooms,  Cumberland  Street  and  Heyes  Hall,  Weston 
also  at  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  run  by  the  Inner  Wheel  at  Ryles  House, 

Ryles  Park,  Macclesfield. 

Health  Education  films  are  shown  during  the  winter  months  and  the  Clinic 
Nurse  attends  to  answer  questions  and  talk  to  the  Members  individually 
at  each  club,  once  per  month,  where  the  attendances  are  approximately 
100,  90 , 70  respectively. 

The  films  shewn  on  Health  Education  and  travel  films  on  places  of  interest 
have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Members  of  the  Clubs  and  many  of  the 
members  have  expressed  their  interest  in  the  films  and  the  wish  to  see  more. 
The  Clinic  Nurse  has  also  been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  problems  that 
have  been  brought  to  her  notice  either  by  the  members  or  by  the  members  of 
the  W R V S and  Inner  I/heel.
